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The ‘Brixton Orphanage for Fatherless Girls’ was founded by 
Mrs Ann Eliza Montague and officially opened on May 2nd 1876. 


Originally the school occupied 55 & 57 Barrington Road, Brixton and sometime 
between the 1881 census, showing 3 resident staff & 91 pupils and the1891 census 
they obtained No. 53 Barrington Road which enabled them to increase the resident 
staff to 9 and the number of pupils to 250. 


I believe that Annie Montague and further supporters of the home were either of the 
Methodist or Baptist Faith and even possibly a combination of both. Whichever, the 
home was certainly run purely on charity, a strong faith that ‘God Will Provide’ and a 
total devotion by both its sponsors and staff. 


Girls were only accepted into the Orphanage after strict vetting with regard the type of 
home they were coming from. A copy of the parent’s marriage certificate had to be 
produced and two references supplied by i.e. local Vicar, Doctor, Business man etc., 
and of course a deceased father. 


I think possibly the following extract taken from the Twenty Seventh Annual Report 
of 1902 gives a good insight into the standards and morals of the school. 


BRIXTON ORPHANAGE 
for 
FATHERLESS GIRLS. 


FOUNDED APRIL 1876. 
OBJECTS AND REGULATIONS 
The Objects of this Institution are 


1.—To receive, maintain, clothe, and educate, gratuitously, Female Orphan 
Children, who, by the loss of both parents or of the father only, have been left 
without any means of support. 


2.—To instruct them in all Household Duties, and train then’ as Domestic Servants. 


3.—To obtain Situations for them on attaining the age of sixteen to seventeen years, 
and to provide each child, on leaving the Home for Service, with a suitable outfit.. 


4.—To receive back, pore into the home those Orphans whose conduct, 
while in Service, has been good, in the event of their being out of a situation. 


5.--Children are eligible for admission into the Home between the ages of seven and 
twelve years, irrespective of sect or nationality, and without any payment 
whatever. 


6.—The circumstances of all candidates for admission are thoroughly examined by 
the Committee for the Investigation of Cases, and priority of admission is always 
given to the most deserving and necessitous, altogether avoiding the tedious and 
expensive process of canvassing for Votes and of election by subscribers. 


7.—The Education of the children is sound and pan consisting chiefly of Reading, 
Writing, Grammar, Arithmetic to the 5th Standard, and plain Needlework. 


8.—The Children are also daily instructed in the Holy Scriptures, and attend 
Public worship at least once every Sabbath day; and the utmost care is taken to 
train them in the fear of the Lord. 


9.—The General Management and Administration of the internal affairs of the 
Home are under the direction of Miss Bird, aided by the Ladies’ Committee. 


10.—The utmost economy that is consistent with the health and happiness of the 
Children is practised. The Officers are nearly all Honorary, the Staff only (Vice- 
Sapenntendent Matrons, Teachers, &c.) receiving salaries. The Orphans therefore 
derive full benefit from all gifts. 


11.—The entire Household work of the Home is done by the elder Girls, who are 
taught habits of order, cleanliness, and early rising, to make them good, useful, and 
industrious Servants. 


12.—The Annual Meeting of the Subscriber and Friends of the Charity is usually 
held in the month of March in every year, when a Report of the Domestic and 


Financial state of the Institution, with its work and progress, is submitted to the 
Meeting. A Copy of such Report is afterwards forwarded to every Contributor 


13.—The Institution is not endowed (except to the extent of £126 per annum); but 
is maintained by voluntary contributions. The buildings are vested in the 
Trustees, and the Trust Deed of Settlement has been enrolled in the High Court of 
Chancery, pursuant to Act of Parliament. 


The Orphanage is open daily 11 to 5 o’clock, for inspection of Visitors (Saturdays 
excepted). Friends interested in the welfare of Orphans are invited to 


Come and see the Children. 


The school continued using the above criteria until 1936 when it was forced to close 
due to lack of sponsorship and therefore funds. The remaining children were 
transferred to Spurgeons Orphanage in Stockwell Road, London. Unfortunately there 
are no records of the girls who were sent there.

Annie Eliza Montague 


1839 - 1903 


Mrs Annie Montague the founder of the Brixton Orphanage was 
born Ann Eliza Lawson on 16th August 1839 at Southwark 
andwas the eldest daughter of William Lawson, a Hat 
Manufacturer and Ann Eliza Lawson (nee Chapman) 


She married Thomas Howard Montague at Lambeth on the 18 
August 1857 and although they had no children of their own they 
did adopt the son of Ann’s sister Fanny Kemp Fox (nee Lawson) 
on her death in 1869 the same year Ernest Fox was born. He 
contracted TB and was sent to Annie’s younger brother in Australia in the ie it 
might cure him but sadly he died in the Alfred Hospital, Melbourne, Australia on 28 
December 1888 from Phthisis (TB) at the age of 19 years. 





She was obviously a remarkable lady and I think it may be easier to let those who 
knew her speak, the following extract is taken from the preface of a book entitled 
Songs from the Heart written by Annie and published after her death in February 1903 
both in her memory and of course to help raise funds for the orphanage. 


Mrs Annie Montague was called to her long rest on February 4th 1903. From the 
time when Mrs Montague in a simple and unostentatious way founded the great and 
good work known as the Brixton Orphanage for Fatherless Girls, she never failed in 
her labour of love, until illness compelled her to relinquish her trust -having put her 
hand to the plough, she never looked back. Although, early in the history of the 
Institution the property was vested in a Board of Trustees yet whilst Mrs Montague 
had health and strength - for more than a quarter of a century - she never laid aside 
the burden of care and responsibility for her large family, and counted it her peculiar 
privilege and duty to personally guide and govern the arrangements and 
administration of the Orphanage. This she did with all the energy, wisdom, tact, and 
Judgment which she possessed to an extraordinary degree. 

Mrs Montague never disguised the fact that even more than the relief of the temporal 
necessities of the orphans, she sought their spiritual welfare. By prayer, and by 
personal influence and teaching, she strove to lead the children into the Kingdom of 
Christ, and knew no greater joy than to find that these efforts were owned of God. 
Mrs Montague excelled in one of the loveliest of Christian graces - the grace of 
gratitude. The most trivial service rendered to her orphans always met with the 
warmest thanks and appreciation, not superficial, but transparently sincere and 
genuine. This grace of gratitude, which is by no means common to humanity was one 
of the most delightfid and refreshing features of Mrs Montague’s disposition, and she 
was so completely identified with the work to which she had given her life, that, any 
gift or service rendered to the Institution she instinctively regarded as a personal 
favour. 


The Guild of Perseverance 


The Guild of Perseverance was founded by Miss Ladden in December 1914 with the 
object of “binding together all the elder girls to work for all that was highest and 
best” it’s rules being:- 


1/ To persevere in all things 

2/ Never to be dishonorable 

3/ Never to miss an opportunity of doing a good turn 
4/ Never to set a bad example to one younger

The idea of the Guild Paper was introduced by Miss Alice Warren the Governess at 
the time, and the first issue was sent out in January 1919. Although it started out as a 
monthly journal it soon became apparent that the cost was prohibitive and after twelve 
months it became a quarterly journal and continued so until 1935/6 when the school 
closed. 


It is from these journals that I have created a database of ex pupils, some of which 
were at the school in Mrs. Montague's time and who kept in touch with the school 
through the paper, pupils who were at the school during the period of the journals and 
also the several hundred supporters who contributed their money, time and energy into 
making sure the children had the very best start in life they could possibly give them. 
This was also a good way of encouraging ex pupils to help raise funds by saving 
farthings and making or sending items for the sales stalls they had on open days. 


These journals give a very good insight as to how the orphanage was run and how the 
staff always tried to make sure the children had something to look forward to by 
organizing trips out, tea parties, and the highlight of the year being the choosing of the 
May Queen.
